STATION NEWS 

SERBIA: In support of Operation Allied Force, elements of the Pennsylvania Air National Guard's 
193rd Special Operations Wing have deployed to Germany. Two of the unit’s “Commando Solo” air- 
craft left Harrisburg International Airport Saturday night [March 27], along with one support aircraft. 
Additional personnel and equipment will depart in a military airlift later this week. In all, approxi- 
mately 100 members of the 193rd will take part in the mission. The “Commando Solo,” which the 
193rd flies, is a specially modified EC-130 turboprop aircraft. It serves as an airborne broadcasting 
platform, transmitting messages over radio and television frequencies. Previous deployments have 
been carried out in support of the Persian Gulf War and during operations in Haiti and Bosnia. [Steven
